By means thereof the charitable intentions of the Founder cannot be performed, 
the Charge of the Hoſpital not defrayed, the Houſe runs into Debt, the Pentioners 
and Scholars want their allowance ; and if not ſpeedily prevented, the loſs by the 
late Fire, and of Rents by Tenants breaking and running away, together with the 
abatement of Rentsz and the Taxes are ſuch, that the Foundation will be deſtroy- 


| ed, the Poor men and Scholars not be maintained. . 


That Chriſt-Church, St. Thomas, and St. Bartholomews Hoſpitals their Lands are ex- 
empted from payment of the monthly Aſlefiment. 


It is moſt humbly prayed, That in the Att for payment of a Monthly Aſeſi- 
ment the Charter-houſe Lands may be excepted - Or that the Parliament 
will pleaſe by the ſame AC, by which they grant an Aſſeſſment to defire 
his Majeſty to diſcharge all the Lands belonging to S#ttons Hoſpital from 

the payment of any Taxes thereby impoſed upon them. 
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
